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PREFATORY NOTE 


THE republication of my father’s ‘Gospel Monogram’ 
in its present form, calls for a new Preface and explana- 
tion. In the original work the parallel Gospels appeared 
on the left hand page only, and on the right was a con- 
tinuous monogram, ‘combining them exhaustively’. 

After twelve years of use and experience it has been 
found that though both sides of the work have been 
greatly appreciated, some readers have valued it more 
for the sake of the Harmony, and some for the sake of 
the Monogram. The demand for a parallel harmony 
being constant, the whole of that side of the work is 
now published by itself, with interleaving for the use 
of students. 

The omission of the monogram text does not, however, 
mean that the many years of loving labour, which my 
father bestowed upon it, are unrepresented. The main 
value of a monogram lies in the making of it. His close 
and detailed study of the import and context of every 
word for the purposes of combination led him to re- 
arrange repeatedly and very carefully the parallel 
columns. His harmony, therefore, as here republished, 
bears the reflex effect of the monogram; it can claim 
the merit of having satisfied the test of actual fusion. 

In addition, the latter portion of the original work is 
being republished complete, namely with the harmony 
on the left and the monogram on the right, under the 
title of From Palm Sunday to Pentecost. ‘There is one, 
and only one, rearrangement of sequence in the harmony 
which I have ventured to make on my own initiative. 
On p. 470 the Third Word from the Cross is now put 
into its traditional position. My father, for reasons

doubtless conclusive to himself, placed it before the 
mocking. 

I have not thought it advisable to reprint the whole 
of the original Preface as it stood, as it referred mainly 
to the combined work, but the following paragraphs are 
important, and some others will be found in the other 
volume.

The passage I have put in thick lines is admittedly 
a parenthesis in Mk. A comparison of the full texts in 
a N.T. will enable any one to judge whether Mt’s is any- 
thing else. It fills out the history of the Baptist, but 
its insertion is, in each gospel, plainly intended to show 
why Herod was so keenly interested about the new prophet. 
Mt ends with the extra words ‘they went and told 
Jesus’; and then his text continues with ‘When Jesus 
heard he withdrew’. At first sight this suggests cause 
and effect, but to read it so is to ignore ordinary canons 
of composition. A careful reader, having come to the 
end of an explanatory passage like this, harks back 
to pick up his thread, skips the interpolation, and reads 
on. If he will do this now he will find that Matthew 
attributes the withdrawal to Herod’s excitement, while 
Mk and Luke both imply that it was also due to the 
return of the apostles (with their report of their work) 
which Matthew does not mention. This silence is a 
stumbling-block to many critics. But he certainly had 
the same sound reason as Mark had for mentioning 
Herod’s excitement, viz. its bearing on the withdrawal of 
Jesus. If he thought that sufficient to account for it he 
would not think twice of the apostles’ fatigue, on which 
Mark lays his stress. Luke (who has no parenthesis to 
trouble us) lays peculiar stress on Herod’s behaviour, 
and says nothing about fatigue. With such variety 
among three writers, who could not possibly have 
fathomed the Lord’s mind, it seems both just and prudent 
to accept their statements without quarrelling with 
any of them. Herod had beheaded John—John’s 
disciples did tell Jesus as soon as they could, whenever 
that was.—Herod was excited by the work of the Mission. 
—The Mission did return very tired—Jesus did with- 
draw, taking the apostles away in a boat. A Harmonist, 
therefore, who has placed the Mission of the Twelve, 
including Matthew’s account of their start, where we see

two missions of the Twelve,* is no way troubled by 
Matthew’s failure to record their return. 


Any other difficulty vanishes on the simple supposition 
that Matthew, in copying Mark’s retrospect, remembered, 
and felt the importance of, the interview with John’s 
disciples, and added it accordingly in closing the paren- 
thesis. It is a pity that in so doing he gave occasion for 
frequent misunderstanding by not inventing brackets, 
or introducing some distinctive words at the head of 
verse 13. But we can pardon this, and obviate further 
mischief by using the privilege of a Harmonist to shift 
the parenthesis to its nearest historical position ; taking 
all usual care about link-words. + 


Taking this view it is some comfort to observe how 
precious those extra words are in view of the relation 
of the Baptist to the Churches of the Old and of the New 
Testament. Their absence would leave Christianity in 
dreary ignorance of the only outward expression, in 
Palestine, of real unity between the first disciples who 
left the Herald to follow the Messiah, and those who 
clung still to their Prophet, and only left him in his 
tomb in order to acknowledge his Master as theirs. 
Edersheim adds: ‘ We can imagine what welcome waited 
them ’. 

* Stevens and Burton in their Harmony show no doubt on the matter. 

+ (Eusebius, in classifying the parallelisms he found in his Latin Tatian, 
treats the added words as an integral portion of the parenthesis, and not 


as heading the next passage. Tatian himself has ‘(Herod) wished to see 
Jesus. Now when Jesus heard it he withdrew ’.)

On the treatment of ‘ Doublets’. 

As a rule parallel passages have been brought together, 
no matter how far apart, so as to reduce ‘doublets’ to 
a minimum. 

One necessary exception to the rule is where one of the 
Evangelists gives a true ‘doublet’ himself; I cannot 
ignore that :—e. g. p. 108, and again on p. 224, a doublet 
in Matthew (right eye, right hand, &c.). 

Another exception is where definite historical settings, 
or irreconcilable contexts, determine distinction :—e. g. 

(historical), Mt 13 1% 1°, p. 144 (blessed are your eyes, 
&c.), and Lk 10 %. 24 p. 266; also Jn 2% ))¢ ep eoZ 
(cleansing the temple), and Synoptists, p. 350: (context),

Passages which, however akin they may be, do not, as 
a whole, satisfy the test of fusion, are not deemed parallel. 
This test distinguishes sharply between the passages 
herein recognized as parallel, and those in the course of 
which some fusible clause, or mere group of words is found 
to suggest unity of literary origin, but whose diversities 
discourage the inference (for purposes of a Monogram) of 
a single historical origin :—e. g. 

(fusible clause) Mt 6 1, p. 116 (treasure in heaven), 
and Lk 12 *% *4, p. 278; compare Mt 16 21-26, p. 210, (take 
up cross, &c.), with Mt 10 #489, p, 282, an actual ‘ doublet’, 
such as might have arisen on this principle :

Of course opinions will differ about the fusibility of 
this or that pair of passages ; but thirty years’ practice 
of this difficult art has given me a confidence which 
I trust will not often be found seriously at fault.

To judge of any such case one must have a Revised 
Testament at hand, in justice to the Evangelists con- 
cerned ; so only can one be sure of their context, or want 
of context, or of their setting. This is why I have not 
given link-references where I have shown disjunction of 
verses by such symbols as 7 or 31. 

There are instances where fusion is impossible although 
juxtaposition is obviously right (e.g. the Beatitudes, 
pp. 102-4). 

To illustrate the working of these principles by their 
effect on the Sermon on the Mount. 

It is noteworthy that the two versions of the Sermon 
(Mt 5%-7*? and Lk 69-4) can be put side by side in their 
integrity (if blocks are fairly large, as e.g. in Stevens’ and 
Burton’s Harmony), without disturbing the order of 
either. But solos of each writer occur, that have a parallel 
outside the Sermon, which demands recognition in its own 
place, because firmly set there in a clear context, while the 
want of local context for the other entitles one to call it 
free ; or, conversely, it demands fusion with the solo inside 
the Sermon. These outsiders are all shown in the following 
table :—

No. 1. Mt 533 (salt) has a strong place here after the 
blessing on persecution, and before ‘Ye are the light’. 
Luke’s verses have no local status. (Mk 9 is also identi- 
cal but bas its own clear hold where it is, p. 224). 

Nos. 2 and 3. Mt 6”: 23, is identical with one of Luke’s 
four verses, which have no status, and being all imported 
here, carry up Mt’s two with them into his group (about 
light and leading) 514-16, 5™ being itself a sequel to 5”.

The next four are removals from the text of the 
Sermon. 

No. 4. Mt 62is quite loose, whereas Lk 161 has a good 
lead and a good sequel. 

No. 5. Mt 6%-*4 (lilies) costs a pang to remove, but 
even Stevens and Burton put Luke’s version in brackets 
in the Sermon, assigning it rightfully where Luke places it 
later on. There is no difficulty in fusing, but Mt’s alloca- 
tion speaks for itself as fragmentary, while Luke is 
irresistible, in lead and in sequel. In a Harmony it is 
obviously fair to give Luke twice over, for comparison ; 
in a Monogram it is as obviously fair to let the stronger 
context determine one position for both. 


No. 6. Mt 77. A similar state of things, except that 
Lk has no sequel, nor needs it. 

These are all the changes of Mt. 

No. 7. Lk 6* is a reverse instance. It has no attach- 
ment, initial or final. Mt (outside the Sermon) has both 
good. 

I cannot notice the different results between the 
authoritative Harmony I have cited and the present 
Monogram, without a tribute to the work of Professors 
Stevens and Burton, whose footnotes are perfect specimens 
of helpfulness, for which I am most grateful; but which 
space and simplicity of form forbid my imitating. That 
the resulting allocation of a passage occasionally differs, 
as seen in this example, is due to two causes, firstly to the 
use of fusion, which forbids the double presentation of the 
same passage, So appropriate in a Harmony ; and secondly, 


to mere personal judgement as to the contexts of similar 
passages.

Tux Chronology which has emerged in these pages has 
one merit in common with almost all modern Harmonies. 
The order of Mark is only broken (1) about the supper at 
Bethany (I think that if Mark had known where John 
would have put it he would have referred the question to 
Peter at once), (2) in two eschatological cases presently to 
be noticed. 

John’s order is untouched save for one verse (prophet 
in his own country) about which I follow Westcott. 

In Matthew’s case the well-known grounds for pre- 
ferring Mark have caused the usual removals, except 
where it has been deemed fair to preserve his charac- 
teristic grouping in the eschatological part of his Charge 
to the Twelve, p. 172, by importing four verses from 
Mark, Mk 13 ® 11-18, which can be spared from the Passion 
week without much loss of effect there. A similar piece, 
Mk 134-23, is shifted to Luke’s definite historical setting, 
p. 308. 

The great bulk of Luke conforms to Mark, but the 
so-called Supplement, cc. 9'-19*8, calls for more notice. 
The apparent references to stages of progress are mani- 
festly insufficient to constitute an itinerary.* But Luke 


* The indifference to local topography shown by so great a traveller as 
S. Luke in this ‘Supplement’ has often been noticed, considering his 
object asa historian; his residence in Palestine; gathering materials from 
contemporaries of Christ. It is not for that reason less trustworthy as 
‘acollection of ‘sayings’. Compare the exquisite local colouring abundantly 
shed over the earliest narrative of Gotama’s last journey and discourses, 
in the Maha-parinibbana-sutta (Sacred Books of the East, vol. xi). That 
was written down to dictation, in a Janguage unknown to Gotama, in 
Ceylon, far from the scene of his life, and not till three or four generations 
at least had lived on oral traditions. Yet, so far as concerns the verbal 
form in which the discourses are recorded by the two historians, they are

obviously intends to start with the other three Gospels 
from Galilee (pp. 230, 2, 4), and to bring us to the borders 
of Judea, and up to Jerusalem by Jericho. He does not 
mention Perea, trans-Jordan, but his final parallelism 
with Mt and Mk (see pp. 314 to 318), whose order takes 
us thither, indicates that the close of his Supplement 
lies there also. The intermediate part is clearly a collec- 
tion of incidents ; some of these have been already fused 
elsewhere. Feeling at liberty, therefore, to use all the 
assistance that geographical names can give, I have 
shifted the (?) Samaritan passage, (the ten lepers), to the 
earliest possible place after leaving Galilee (p. 232). 


The remainder of the Supplement then stands in its own 
loose connectedness ; and the Mission of the Seventy, with 
which it begins may thus be considered to belong to 
either side of the Jordan, without pressing the much con- 
tested phrase ‘through the midst of Samaria and Galilee’ 
into our service either way. The Mission is placed by 
Luke’s words (‘ after these things ’) soon after the repulse 
from a Samaritan village, an incident which fits so well 
with John’s statement that in leaving Galilee for the 
Feast of Tabernacles Jesus went ‘not publicly’, but 
probably as a pilgrim, that I have identified Luke’s first 
“set his face to Jerusalem’ with the departure to the 
feast of Tabernacles. The Mission is thus connected with 
that season (October); but it may have been later, and 
if it occurred in Perea it must be read as coming after the 
feast of Dedication in December. Not caring to break 
John’s continuity between the two feasts, I place it after 
Dedication in Perea, but there would be no difficulty in 
making a break to place it earlier. 

The following table will show how substantially the 
Monogram text agrees in sequence with that propounded 
in the Article ‘Jesus Christ’ by Professor Sanday in the

290n the morrow he seeth 
Jesus coming unto him, and 
saith, Behold, the Lamb of 
God, which taketh away the 
30sin of the world! This ishe 
of whom I said, After me 
cometh a man which is be- 
come before me: for he was 
31 beforeme. And I knewhim 
not; but that he should be 
made manifest to Israel, for 
this cause came I baptizing 
2 with water. And John bare 
witness, saying, I have be- 
held the Spirit descending 
as a dove out of heaven; 
and it abode upon him. 
33 And I knew him not: but 
he that sent me to baptize 
with water, he said unto 
me, Upon whomsoever thou 
shalt see the Spirit descend- 
ing, and abiding upon him, 
the same is he that bap- 
tizeth with the Holy Spirit. 
34 And I have seen, and have 
borne witness that this is 
the Son of God. 


35 Again on the morrow John 
was standing, and two of his 

36disciples; and he looked 
upon Jesus as he walked, 
and saith, Behold, the Lamb 
of God! 


37 And the two dis- 
ciples heard him speak, and 

38 they followed Jesus. And 
Jesus turned, and beheld 
them following, and saith 
unto them, What seek ye ? 
And they said unto him. 
Rabbi(which isto say, being 
interpreted, Master), where 

39abidest thou? He saith 
unto them, Come, and ye 
shallsee. They came there- 
fore andsaw where he abode; 
and they abode with him 
that day: it was about the 
tenth hour. 

40 One of the two 
that heard John speak, and 
followed him, was Andrew, 
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41 Simon Peter’s brother. He 
findeth first his own brother 
Simon, and saith unto him, 
We have found the Messiah 
(which is, being interpreted, 

42 Christ). He brought him 
unto Jesus. Jesus looked 
upon him, and said, Thou 
art Simon the son of John: 
thou shalt be called Cephas 
(which is by interpretation, 
Peter). 


43On the morrow he was 
minded to go forth into 
Galilee, and he findeth 
Philip: and Jesus saith un- 

44to him, Follow me. Now 
Philip was from Bethsaida, 
of the city of Andrew and 

45 Peter. Philip findeth Na- 
thanael, and saith unto 
him, We have found him, of 
whom Mosesin the law, and 
the prophets, did write, 
Jesus of Nazareth, the son 

46 of Joseph. And Nathanael 
said unto him, Can any 
good thing come out of Na- 
zareth? Philip saith unto 
him, Come and see. 


4T Jesus 
saw Nathanael coming to 
him, and saith of him, Be- 
hold, an Israelite indeed, in 

48 whom is no guile! Na- 
thanael saith unto him, 
Whence knowest thou me? 
Jesus answered and said 
unto him, Before Philip 
called thee, when thou wast 
under the fig tree, I saw 

49thee. Nathanael answered 
him, Rabbi, thou art the 
Son of God; thou art King 

500f Israel. Jesus answered 
and said unto him, Because 
I said unto thee, I saw 
thee underneath the fig 
tree, believest thou? thou 
shalt see greater things 

51than these. And he saith 

“unto him, Verily, verily, 
I say unto you, Ye shall 
see the heaven opened, and 
the angels of God ascend- 
ing and descending upon 
the Son of man. 
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1 And the third day there was 
a marriage in Cana of Ga- 
lilee; and the mother of 

2 Jesus was there: and Jesus 
also was bidden, and his 
disciples, to the marriage. 

3 And when the wine failed, 
the mother of Jesus saith 
unto him, They have no 

4wine. And Jesussaith unto 
her, Woman, what have I to 
do with thee ? mine hour is 

5not yet come. His mother 
saith unto the servants, 
Whatsoever he.saith unto 
you, do it. 

6 Now there were 
six waterpots of stone set 
there after the Jews’ man- 
ner of purifying, containing 
two or three firkins apiece. 

7 Jesus saith unto them, Fill 
the waterpots with water. 
And they filled them up to 

8the brim. And he saith 
unto them, Draw out now, 
and bear unto the ruler of 
the feast. And they bare it. 


9 And when the ruler of the 
feast tasted the water now 
become wine, and knew not 
whence it was (but the ser- 
vants which had drawn the 
water knew), the ruler of 
the feast calleth the bride- 

10 groom, and saith unto him, 
Every man setteth on first 
the good wine; and when 
men have drunk freely, then 
that which is worse: thou 
hast kept the good wine 
until now. 


11 This beginning 
of his signs did Jesusin Cana 
of Galilee, and manifested 
his glory; and his disciples 
believed on him. 


12 After this he went down 
to Capernaum, he, and his 
mother, and his brethren, 
and his disciples: and there 
they abode not many days. 


13 And the passover of the 
Jews was at hand, and 
Jesus went up to Jerusa- 

14lem. And he found in 
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the temple those that sold 
oxen and sheep and doves, 
and the changers of money 

l5sitting: and he made a 
scourge of cords, and cast 
all out of the temple, both 
the sheep and the oxen; 
and he poured out the 
changers’ money, and over- 

16threw their tables ; and to 
them that sold the doves 
he said, Take these things 
hence; make not my Fa- 
ther’s house a house of 
merchandise. 

i His disciples 
remembered that it was 
written, The zeal of thine 

18 house shalleat meup. The 
Jews therefore answered 
and said unto him, What 
sign shewest thou unto us, 
seeing that thou doest these 

19things ? Jesus answered 
and said unto them, Destroy 
this temple, and in three 
days I will raise it up. 

20The Jews therefore said, 
Forty and six years was this 
temple in building, and wilt 
thou raise it up in three 

21days? But he spake of the 

22temple of his body. When 
therefore he was raised from 
the dead, his disciples re- 
membered that he spake 
this; and they believed the 
scripture, and the word 
which Jesus had said. 


23 Now when he was in Jeru- 
salem at the passover, dur- 
ing the feast, many be- 
lieved on his name, behold- 
ing his signs which he did. 

24 But Jesus did not trust him- 
self unto them, for that he 

25 knew all men, and because 

* he needed not that any one 
should bear witness con- 
cerning man; for he him- 
self knew what was in man. 


3 

1Now there was a man of 
the Pharisees, named Nico- 
demus, a ruler of the 
2Jews: the same came 
unto him by night, and 
said to him, Rabbi, we 
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know that thou artateacher 
come from God: for no man 
can do these signs that thou 
doest, except God be with 

3him. Jesus answered and 
said unto him, Verily, verily, 
I say unto thee, Except a 
man be born anew, he can- 
not see the kingdom of 
God. 

4 Nicodemus saith un- 
to him, How can a man be 
born when heis old? can he 
enter a second time into 
his mother’s womb, and be 

5born? Jesus answered, 
Verily, verily, I say unto 
thee, Except a man be born 
of water and the Spirit, he 
cannot enter into the king- 

6dom of God. That which 
is born of the flesh is flesh ; 
and that which is born of 
the Spirit is spirit. 


Marvel 
not that I said unto thee, 
Ye must be born anew. 

8The wind bloweth where it 
listeth, and thou hearest 
the voice thereof, but know- 
est not whence it cometh, 
and whither it goeth: so 
is every one that is born 

9of the Spirit. Nicodemus 
answered and said unto 
him, How can these things 
be? 


10 Jesus answered and 
said unto him, Art thou the 
teacher of Israel, and under- 
standest not these things ? 

11 Verily, verily, I say unto 
thee, We speak that we do 
know, and bear witness of 
that we have seen; and ye 

12 receive not our witness. If 
I told you earthly things, 
and ye believe not, how 
shall ye believe, if I tell you 
heavenly things ? 


13 And no 
man hath ascended into 
heaven, but he that de- 
scended out of heaven, even 
the Son of man, which is in 

I4heaven. And as Moses 
lifted up the serpent in the 
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wilderness, even so must the 
Son of man be lifted up: 
15that whosoever believeth 
may in him have eternal life. 
16 For God so loved the world, 
that he gave his only be- 
gotten Son, that whosoever 
believeth on him should not 
perish, but have eternal life. 
17 For God sent not the Son 
into the world to judge the 
world; but that the world 
should be saved through 
18him. He that believeth on 
him is not judged: he that 
believeth not hath been 
judged already, because he 
hath not believed on the 
name of the only begotten 
Son of God. 


19 And this is 
the judgement, that the 
light is come into the world, 
and men loved the darkness 
rather than the light ; for 

20 their works were evil. For 
every one that doeth ill 
hateth the light, and cometh 
not to the light, lest his 
works should be reproved. 

21 But he that doeth the truth 
cometh to the light, that his 
works may be made mani- 
fest, that they have been 
wrought in God. 


22 After these things came 
Jesus and his disciples into 
the land of Judea; and 
there he tarried with them, 

23and baptized. And John 
also was baptizing in ASnon 
near to Salim, because there 
was much water there: and 
they came, and were bap- 

24tized. For John was not 
yet cast into prison. 


25 There 
arose therefore a question- 
ing on the part of John’s 
disciples with a Jew about 

26 purifying. And they came 
unto John, and said to 
him, Rabbi, he that was 
with thee beyond Jordan, 
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to whom thou hast borne 
witness, behold, the same 
baptizeth, and all mencome 
2Ttohim. Johnansweredand 
said, A man can receive no- 
thing, except it have been 
28 givenhimfromheaven. Ye 
yourselves bear me witness, 
that I said, I am not the 
Christ, but, that I am sent 
29before him. He that hath 
the bride is the bridegroom: 
but the friend of the bride- 
groom, which standeth and 
heareth him, rejoiceth 
greatly because of the bride- 
groom’s voice: this my joy 
80therefore is fulfilled. He 
must increase, but I must 
decrease. 


31 He that cometh from above 
is above all: he that is of 
the earth is of the earth, and 
of the earth he speaketh : 
he that cometh from heaven 

32isaboveall. What hehath 
seen and heard, of that he 
beareth witness; and no 
man receiveth his witness. 

33 He that hath received his 
witness hath set his seal to 

34 this, that God is true. For 
he whom God hath sent 
speaketh the words of God: 
for he giveth not the Spirit 

35by measure. The Father 
loveth the Son, and hath 
given all things into his 

386hand. He that believeth 

* onthe Son hath eternal life; 
but he that obeyeth not the 
Son shall not see life, but 
the wrath of God abideth 
on him. 


4 
1When therefore the Lord 
knew how that the Pharisees 
had heard that Jesus was 
making and baptizing more 
2disciples than John (al- 
though Jesus himself bap- 
tized not, but his disciples), 
_3ajhe left Judea, 


44 : For Jesus himself tes- 
~ tified, that a prophet hathno 
honour in his own country. 


“3b] and de- 
parted again into Galilee. 
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4And he must needs pass 

5through Samaria. So he 
cometh to a city of Samaria, 
called Sychar, near to the 
parcel of ground that Jacob 

6 gave to his son Joseph: and 
Jacob’s well wasthere. Je- 
sus therefore, being wearied 
with his journey, sat thus by 
the well. It was about the 
sixth hour. 


if There cometh 
a woman of Samaria to draw 
water: Jesussaith unto her, 
8 Give me to drink. For his 
disciples were gone away 
into the city to buy food. 
9The Samaritan woman 
therefore saith unto him, 
How is it that thou, being 
a Jew, asketh drink of me, 
which am a Samaritan wo- 
man? (For Jews have no 
dealings with Samaritans). 


10Jesus answered and said 
unto her, If thou knewest 
the gift of God, and who it 
is that saith to thee, Give 
metodrink; thou wouldest 
have asked of him, and he 
would have given thee liv- 

lling water. The woman 
saith unto him, Sir, thou 
hast nothing to draw with, 
and the well is deep: from 
whence then hast thou that 

12living water? Art thou 
greater than our father 
Jacob, which gave us the 
well, and drank thereof 
himself, and his sons, and 
his cattle ? 


113 Jesus answered 
and said unto her, Every 
one that drinketh of this 
water shall thirst again: 

14but whosoever drinketh of 
the water that I shall give 
him shall never thirst; but 
the water that I shall give 
him shail become in him 
a well of water springing 

15up unto eternal life. The 
woman saith unto him, Sir, 
give me this water, that 
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I thirst not, neither come 
all the way hither to draw. 

16Jesus saith unto her, Go, 
call thy husband, and come 

17Thither. The woman an- 
swered and said unto him, 
IT have no husband. Jesus 
saith unto her, Thou saidst 
well, I have no husband: 

18for thou hast had five hus- 
bands; and he whom thou 
now hast is not thy hus- 
band: this hast thou said 
truly. 


19 The woman saith 
unto him, Sir, I perceive 
that thou art a prophet. 

20 Our fathers worshipped in 
this mountain; and ye say, 
that in Jerusalem is the 
place where men ought to 

21worship. Jesus saith unto 
her, Woman,.believe me, the 
hour cometh, when neither 
in this mountain, nor in 
Jerusalem, shall ye worship 

22the Father. Ye worship 
that which ye know not: 
we worship that which we 
know: for salvation is from 
23the Jews. But the hour 
cometh, and now is, when 
the true worshippers shall 
worship the Father in spirit 
and truth: for such doth 
the Father seek to be his 

24worshippers. God is a 
Spirit: and they that wor- 
ship him must worship in 

25spirit and truth. The wo- 
man saith unto him, I 
know that Messiah cometh 
(which is called Christ) : 
when he is come, he will 
declare unto us all things. 

26 Jesus saith unto her, I that 
speak unto thee am he. 


27 And upon this came his dis- 
ciples; and they marvelled 
that he was speaking with 
awoman; yet no man said, 
What seekest thou? or, 
Why speakest thou with 

28her ? So the woman left 
her waterpot, and went 
away into the city, and 

29saith to the men, Come, see 
aman, which told me all 
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things that ever I did: can 

30this be the Christ? They 
went out of the city, and 
were coming to him. 

31 Inthe 
mean while the disciples 
prayed him, saying, Rabbi, 

32eat. But he said unto 
them, I have meat to eat 

33that ye know not. The 
disciples therefore said one 
to another, Hath any man 
brought him aught to eat? 

34 Jesus saith unto them, My 
meat is to do the will of 
him that sent me, and to 
accomplish his work. 


35 Say 
not ye, There are yet four 
months, and then cometh 
the harvest ? behold, I say 
unto you, Lift up your eyes, 
and look on the fields, that

The 
man went away, and told 
the Jews that it was Jesus 
which had made him whole.

Iam the living bread 
which came down out of 
heaven : if any man eat of 
this bread, he shall live for 
ever : yea and thg bread 
which I will giveis my flesh, 
for the life of the world. 


52The Jews therefore strove 
one with another, saying, 
How can this man give us 

53 his flesh toeat ? Jesusthere- 
fore said unto them, Verily, 
verily, [say unto you, Ex- 
cept ye eat the flesh of the 
Son of man and drink his 
blood, ye have not life in 

54yourselves. He that eateth 
my flesh and drinketh my 
blood hath eternal life ; and 
I will raise him up at the

59 These things said he in the 
synagogue, as he taught in 
Capernaum. 


60 Many therefore of his dis- 
ciples, when they heard this, 
said, This is a hard saying ; 

61 who can hearit? But Jesus 
knowing in himself that 
his disciples murmured at 

ij this, said unte them, Dotk 
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1Then there come to 
Jesus from Jeru- 
salem Pharisees and 
scribes, 


1 And there are gathered to- 
gether unto him the Phari- 
sees, and certain of the 
scribes,which had come from 

2Jerusalem, and had seen 
that some of his disciples 
ate their bread with defiled, 
that is, unwashen, hands. 

3For the Pharisees, and all 
the Jews, except they wash

1And after these things 
Jesus walked in Galilee: 
for he would not walk 
in Judza, because the 
Jews sought to kill him. 
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2 saying, Why do 
thy disciples transgress 
the tradition of the 
elders? for they wash 
not their hands when 
they eat bread. 

3 And 


he answered and said 
unto them, Why do ye 
also transgress the com- 
mandment of God be- 
cause of your tradi- 
tion ? 

4 For God said, 
Honour thy father and 
thy mother: and, He 
that speaketh evil of 
father or mother, let 

5him die thedeath. But 
ye say, Whosoever shall 
say to his father or his 
mother, That where- 
with thou mightest have 
been profited by me is 

6given to God; he shall 
not honour his father. 
And ye have made void 
the word of God because 
of your tradition.

hypocrites, well did 
Isaiah prophesy of you,

The Jews 
therefore marvelled, say- 
ing, How knoweth this man 
letters, having never learn- 
16ed ? Jesus therefore an- 
swered them, and said, My 
teaching isnot mine, but his 
17that sent me. If any man 
willeth to do his will, he 
shall know of the teaching, 
whether it be of God, or 
whether I speak from my- 
18self. He that speaketh 
from himself seeketh his 
own glory: but he that 
seeketh the glory of him 
that sent him, the same 
is true, and no unrighteous- 
ness is in him. 


19 Did not 
Moses give you the law, 
and yef none of you doeth 
the law ? Why seek ye to 

20kill me? The multitude 
answered, Thou hast a 
devil: who seeketh to kill 

21thee ? Jesus answered and 
said unto them, I did one 
work, and ye all marvel. 

22 For this cause hath Moses 
given you circumcision (not 
that it is of Moses, but of the 
fathers); and on the sab- 
bath ye circumcise a man. 

231f a man receiveth circum- 
cision on the sabbath, that 
the law of Moses may not 
be broken; are ye wroth 
with me, because I made 
aman every whit whole on 

24the sabbath? Judge not 
according to appearance, 
but judge righteous judge- 
ment 


25Some therefore of them of 
Jerusalem said, Is not this 

he whom they seek to kill? 

26 And lo, he speaketh openly, 
and they say nothing unto 

i him. Canit bethattherulers 
| indeed know that this ig 
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27the Christ ? Howbeit we 
knowthis man whenceheis: 
but when the Christ cometh, 
no one knoweth whence he 
28is. Jesus therefore cried in 
the temple, teaching and 
saying, Ye both know me, 
and know whence lam; and 
Tam not come of myself, 
but he that sent me is true, 
29 whom ye knownot. I know 
him; because I am from 
30him, and he sent me. They 
sought therefore to take 
him: and no man laid his 
hand on him, because his 
31 hour was not yet come. But 
of the multitude many be- 
lieved on him; and they 
said, When the Christ shall 
come, will he do more signs 
than those which this man 
32hath done? The Pharisees 
heard the multitude mur- 
muring these things con- 
cerning him; and the chief 
priests and the Pharisees 
sent officers to take him. 
33 Jesus therefore said, Yet a 
little while am I with you, 
and I go unto him that sent 
34me. Yeshallseek me, and 
shall not find me: and where 
I am, ye cannot come. 
35 The Jews therefore said a- 
mong themselves, Whither 
will this man go that we 
shall not find him ? will he 
go unto the Dispersion a- 
mong the Greeks, and teach 
36the Greeks ? What is this 
word that he said, Ye shall 
seek me, and shall not find 
me: and where I am, yecan- 
not come ? 


37 Now on the last day, the 
great day of the feast, Je- 
sus stood and cried, say- 
ing, If any man thirst, 
let him come unto me, 

38and drink. He that beliey- 
eth on me, as the scrip- 
ture hath said, out of his 
belly shall flow rivers of liv- 

39ing water. But this spake 
he of the Spirit, which they 
that believed on him were 
to receive: for the Spirit 
was not yet given; because 
Jesus was not yet glorified, 
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40Some of the multitude 
therefore, when they heard 
these words, said, This is 
of a truth the prophet. 

41O0thers said, This is the 
Christ. But some said, 
What, doth the Christ come 

42out of Galilee? Hath not 
the scripture said that the 
Christ cometh of the seed 
ot David, and from Bethle- 
hem, the village where 

43 David was ? So there arose 
a division in the multitude 

44 because of him. And some 
of them would have taken 
him; but no man laid 
hands on him. 

45 The officers therefore came 
to the chief priests and 
Pharisees; and they said 
unto them, Why did ye not 

46 bring him ? The officers an- 
swered, Never man sospake. 

47 The Pharisees therefore an- 
sweredthem, Are ye alsoled 

48astray ? Hath any of the 
rulers believed on him, or 

49 of the Pharisees? But this 
multitude which knoweth 
not the law are accursed. 

50 Nicodemus saith unto them 
(he that came to him before, 

51 being one of them), Doth 
our law judge a man, except 
it first hear from himself and 

52 know what hedoeth? They 
answered andsaid untohim, 
Art thou also of Galilee ? 
Search, and see that out of 
Galiiee ariseth no prophet. 

53[And they went every man 

* unto his own house:

Jesus went unto the mount 
of Olives.

And early in the 
morning he came again into 
the temple, and all the peo- 
ple came unto him; and he 
sat down, and taught them. 
3And the scribes and the 

Pharisees bring a woman 
taken in adultery; and 
having set her in the midst, 
4they say unto him, Master, 
this woman hath been taken 
in adultery, in the very 
5act. Now in the law Moses 
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commanded us to stone 
such: what thensayestthou 
Gof her?

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17 Yea and in your law it is 
written, that the witness

19me. They said therefore 
unto him, Where is thy 
Father ? Jesus answered, 
Ye know neither me, nor 
my Father: if ye knew me, 
ye would know my Father 

20also. These words spake he 
in the treasury, as he taught 
in the temple: and no man 
took him ; because his hour 
was not yet come. 


21 He said therefore again un- 
to them, I go away, and ye 
shall seek me, and shall die 
in your sin: whither I go, 

22 ye cannotcome. TheJews 
therefore said, Will he kill 
himself, that he saith, Whi- 
ther I go, ye cannot come ? 

23 And he said unto them, Ye 
are from beneath; I am 
from above: ye are of this 
world; I am not of this 

24world. I said therefore un- 
to you, that ye shall die in 
your sins: for except ye 
believe that I am he, ye 
shall die in your sins. 


25 They 
said therefore unto him, 
Whoartthou? Jesus said 
untothem, Even that which 
I have also spoken unto 

26 you from the beginning. I 
have many things to speak 
and to judge concerning 
you: howbeit he that sent

32my disciples; and ye shall 
know the truth, and the 
truth shall make you free. 
33They answered unto him, 
We be Abraham’s seed, 
and have never yet been in 
bondage to any man: how 
sayest thou, Ye shall be 
34made free? Jesus an- 
swered them, Verily, verily, 
I say unto you, Every one 
that committeth sin is the 
35bondservant of sin. And 
the bondservant abideth 
not in the house for ever: 
36the son abideth for ever. If 
therefore the Son shall 
make you free, ye shall be 
37free indeed. I know that 
ye are Abraham’s secd ; 
yet ye seek to kill me, be- 
cause my word hath not 
38free course in you. Ispeak 
the things which I have 
seen with my Father: and 
ye also do the things which 
ye heard from your father. 


39They answered and said 
unto him, Our father is 
Abraham. Jesussaith unto 
them, If ye were Abraham's 
children, ye would do the 
40works of Abraham. But 
now ye seek to kill me, 
a man that hath told you 
the truth, which I heard 
from God: this did not 
41 Abraham. Yedothe works 
of your father. They said 
unto him, We were not 
born of fornication; we 
have one Father, even God. 
42 Jesus said unto them, If 
God were your Father, ye 
would love me: for I 
came forth and am come 
from God; for neither 
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have I come of myself, but 

43hesent me. Why do ye not 
understand my speech? 
Hven because ye cannot 
hear my word. 

44 Ye are of 
your father the devil, and 
the lusts of your father it 
is your will to do. He was 
a murderer from the be- 
ginning, and stood not in 
the truth, because there is 
no truth in him. When he 
speaketh a lie, he speaketh 
of his own: for heisa liar, 

45and the father thereof. But 
because I say the truth, ye 

46 believe me not. Which of 
you convicteth me of sin? 
If I say truth, why do ye 

47not believe me? He thatis 
of God heareth the words of 
God: for this cause ye hear 
them not, because ye are not 


of God. 


48 The Jews an- 
swered and said unto him, 
Say we not well that thou 
art a Samaritan, and hast 

49a devil ?. Jesus answered, I 
have not adevil; but I hon- 
our my Father, and ye dis- 

50honourme. But Iseek not 
mine own glory: there is 
one that seeketh and judg- 

dleth. Verily, verily, I say 
unto you, If a man keep 
my word, he shall never see 
death. 


52 The Jews said un- 
to him, Now we know that 
thou hasta devil. Abraham 
is dead, and the prophets ; 
and thou sayest, If a man 
keep my word, he shall 

53never taste of death. Art 
thou greater than ourfather 
Abraham, which is dead ? 
and the prophets are dead : 
whom makest thou thyself? 

54Jesus answered, If I glorify 
myself, my gloryis nothing: 
it is my Father that glori- 
fieth me; of whom ye say, 
55that he is your God; and 
ye have notknownhim: but 
I know him; and if Ishould 
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say, | know him not, I shall 
be like unto you, a liar: but 
I know him, and keep his 
56 word. YourfatherAbraham 
rejoiced to see my day; and 
hesawit, and was glad. 
5T The 
Jews therefore said unto 
him, Thou art not yet fifty 
years old, and hast thou 
58seen Abraham? Jesus said 
unto them, Verily, verily, I 
say unto you, Before Abra- 
59ham was,lam. They took 
* up stones therefore to cast 
at him: but Jesus hid him- 
self, and went out of the 
temple. 


9 

1And as he passed by, he 
saw a man blind from his 

2birth. And his disciples 
asked him, saying, Rabbi, 
who did sin, this man, or 
his parents, that he should 

3be born blind? Jesus an- 
swered, Neither did this 
man sin, nor his parents: 
but that the works of God 
should be made manifest in 

4him. We must work the 
works of him that sent me, 
while it is day: the night 
cometh, when no man can 

5work. When I am in the 
world, I am the light of the 
world, 

6 When he had thus 
spoken, he spat on the 
ground, and made clay of 
the spittle, and anointed his 

Teyes with the clay, and said 
unto him, Go, wash in the 
pool of Siloam (which is by 
interpretation, Sent). He 
went away therefore, and 
washed, and came seeing. 


8The neighbours therefore, 
and they which saw him 
aforetime, that he was a beg- 
gar, said, Is not this he that 
9satand begged? Others said, 
Itis he: others said, No, but 
heis like him. Hesaid,Ilam 
10he. They saidtherefore unto 
him, How then were thine 
lleyes opened? He answered, 
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The man thatis called Jesus 
made clay, and anointed 
mine eyes, and said unto 
me, Go to Siloam, and 
wash: so I went away 
and washed, and I received 

12sight. And they said unto 
him,Whereis he? He saith, 
I know not. 


13 They bring tothe Pharisees 
him that aforetime was 

14blind. Now it was the sab- 
bath on the day when Jesus 
made the clay, and opened 

15his eyes. Again therefore 
the Pharisees also asked 
him how he received his 
sight. And he said unto 
them, He put clay upon 
mine eyes, and I washed, 

16and dosee. Some therefore 
of the Pharisees said, This 
man is not from God, be- 
cause he keepeth not the 
sabbath. But others said, 
How can a man that is a 
sinner do such signs ? And 
there was a division among 

1jthem. They say therefore 
unto the blind man again, 
What sayest thou of him, 
in that he opened thine 
eyes ? And he said, He is a 
prophet. 


18 The Jews there- 
fore did not believe con- 
cerning him, that he had 
been blind, and had re- 
ceived his sight, until they 
called the parents of him 
that had received his sight, 

19and asked them, saying, Is 
this your son, who ye say 
was born blind? how then 

20doth he now see? His 
parents answered and said, 
We know that this is our 
son, and that he was born 
21blind: but how he now 
seeth, we know not; or 
who opened his eyes, we 
know not: askhim ; heis of 
age; he shall speak for him- 
22self. These things said his 
parents, becausethey feared 
the Jews; for the Jews 
had agreed already, that 
if any man should confess 
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him to be Christ, he should 
be put out of the synagogue. 

23 Therefore said his parents, 
He is of age; ask him. 


24 So 
they called a second time 
the man that was blind, and 
said unto him, Give glor 
to God: we know that this 

25manisasinner. He there- 
fore answered, Whether he 
be a sinner, I know not: 
one thing I know, that, 
whereas I was blind, now 

261 see. They said therefore 
unto him, What did he to 
thee ? how opened he thine 

2Teyes ? He answered them, I 
told you even now, and ye 
did not hear: wherefore 
would ye hear it again? 
would ye also become his 

28 disciples ? And they reviled 
him, and said, Thou art his 
disciple; but we are dis- 

29ciples of Moses. We know 
that God hath spoken unto 
Moses: but as for this man, 
we know not whence he is. 

30 The man answered and said 
unto them, Why, herein is 
the marvel, that ye know 
not whence he is, and yet 

3lhe opened mine eyes. We 
know that God heareth not 
sinners: butif any man be 
a worshipper of God, and 
do his will, him he heareth. 

82Since the world began it 
was never heard that any 
one opened the eyes of a 

33man bornblind. If thisman 
were not from God, he could 

34do nothing. They answered 
and said unto him, Thou 
wastaltogether borninsins, 
and dost thou teach us ? 
And they cast him out. 


35Jesus heard that they had 
cast him out; and finding 
him, he said, Dost thou be- 
lieve on the Son of God ? 
36 He answered and said, And 
who is he, Lord, that I 
37may believe onhim ? Jesus 
said unto him, Thou hast 
both seen him, and he it is 
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that speaketh with thee. 
38And he said, Lord, I be- 
lieve.

Those of the 
Pharisees which were with 
him heard these things, and 
said unto him, Are we also 
41iblind? Jesus said unto 
them, If ye were blind, ye 
would have no sin: but 
now ye say, We see: your 
sin remaineth.

1Verily, verily, I say unto 
you, He that entereth not 
by the door into the fold of 
the sheep, but climbeth up 
some other way, the same is 
2a thiefand arobber, But he 
that entereth in by the 
door is the shepherd of the 
3sheep. To him the porter 
openeth; and the sheep 
hear his voice: and he call- 
eth his own sheep by name, 
and leadeth them out. 
4 When he hath put forth all 
his own, he goeth before 
them, and the sheep follow 
him: for they know his 
5voice. And a stranger will 
they not follow, but will flee 
from him: for they know 
not the voice of strangers. 
6This parable spake Jesus 
unto them: but they un- 
derstood not what things 
they were which he spake 
unto them. 


TJesus therefore said unto 
them again, Verily, verily, 
I say unto you, I am the 

8door of the sheep. All that 
came before me are thieves 
and robbers: but thesheep 

9did not hear them. I am 
the door: by me if any 
man enter in, he shall be 
saved, and shall go in and 
go out, and shall find pas- 
10ture. The thief cometh not, 
but that he may steal, and 
kill, and destroy: I came 
that they may have life, and 
may have # abundantly. 
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111 am the good shepherd : 
the good shepherd layeth 
down his life for the sheep. 
12He that is a hireling, and 
not a shepherd, whose own 
the sheep are not, behold- 
eth the wolf coming, and 
leaveth the sheep, and 
fleeth, and the wolf snatch- 
eth them, and scattereth 
13them: he fleeth because he is 
a hireling, and careth not 
14for the sheep. I am the 
good shepherd; and I 
know mine own, and mine 
150wn know me; even as the 
Father knoweth me, and I 
know the Father; and I lay 
down my life for the sheep. 
16And other sheep I have, 
which are not of this fold: 
them also I must bring, 
and they shall hear my 
voice; and they shall be- 
come one flock, one shep- 
1Therd. Therefore doth the 
Father love me, because I 
lay down my life, that. I 
18may take it again. No one 
taketh it away from me, 
but I lay it down of myself. 
[have power to lay it down, 
and I have power to take it 
again. This commandment 
received I from my Father. 


19 There arose a division again 
among the Jews because of 

20these words. And many of 
them said, He hath a devil, 
and is mad; why hear ye 

21him ? Others said, These 
are not the sayings of one 
possessed with a devil. Can 
a devil open the eyes of the 
blind ? 


22 And it was the feast of the 
dedication at Jerusalem : it 
23 was winter; and Jesus was 
walking in the temple in 
24Solomon’s porch.

31 The Jews took up 
stones again to stone him. 
32Jesusanswered them, Many 
good works have I shewed 
you from the Father; for 
which of those works do ye 
33stone me? The Jews an- 
swered him, For a good 
work we stone thee not, but 
for blasphemy; and _ be- 
cause that thou, being a 
man, makest thyself God. 
34Jesus answered them, Is it 
not written in your law, I 
35said, Ye are gods? If he 
called them gods, unto 
whom the word of God 
came (and the scripture 
36cannot be broken), say ye 
of him, whom the Father 
sanctified and sent into the 
world, Thou blasphemest; 
because I said, I am the Son 
3Tof God? If I do not the 
works of my Father, believe 
38 me not.

masters: for either he will 
hate the one, and love the 
other; or else he willhold to 
one, and despise the other.

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14And the Pharisees, who 
were lovers of money, heard 
all these things; and they 

15scoffed at him. And he said 
unto them, Ye are they that 
justify yourselves in the 
sight of men; but God 
knoweth your hearts: for 
that whichisexalted among 


men is an abomination in 


the sight of God. 

16 The law 
and the prophets were until 
John: from that time the 
gospel of the kingdom of 
God is preached, and every 
man entereth violently in- 

17to it. But it is easier for 
heaven and earth to pass 
away, than for one tittle of 

18 the law to fall. Every one 
that putteth away his wife, 
and marrieth another, com- 
mitteth adultery: and he 
that marrieth one that is 
put away from a husband 
committeth adultery. 


19Now there was a certain. 


rich man, and he was cloth- 
ed in purple and fine linen, 
faring sumptuously every 
20day: and a certain beggar 
named Lazarus was laid at 
21bis gate, full of sores, and 
desiring to be fed with the 
crumbs that fell from the 
rich man’s table; yea, even 
the dogs came and licked

And 
he cried and said, Father 
Abraham, have mercy on 
me, and send Lazarus, 
that he may dip the tip of 
his finger in water, and 
cool my tongue; for lam 
in anguish in this flame. 
25But Abraham said, Son, 
remember that thou in 
thy lifetime receivedst

tus in like manner evil 


things: but now here he is |’ 


comforted, and thou art in 
26anguish. And besideall this, 
between us and you there 
is a great gulf fixed, that 
they which would pass from 
hence to you may not be 
able, and that none may 
cross over from thence to 
2Tus.

8 The disciples say unto him, 
Rabbi, the Jews were but 
now seeking to stone thee ; 
and goest thou thither 
Qagain? Jesus answered, 
Are there not twelve hours 
in the day ? If a man walk 
in the day, he stumbleth 
not, because he seeth the 
10light of this world. But if a 
man walk in the night, he 
stumbleth, because the light 
1lis not in him. These things 
spake he: and after this he 
saith unto them, Our friend 
Lazarus is fallen asleep ; 
but I go, that I may awake 
12him out of sleep. The dis- 
ciples therefore said unto 
him, Lord, if he is fallen 
13 asleep, he will recover. Now 
Jesus had spoken of his 
death: but they thought 
that he spake of taking rest 
14in sleep. Then Jesus there- 
fore said unto them plainly, 
15 Lazarus is dead. And J am 
glad for your sakes that I 
was not there, to the intent 
ye may believe ; neverthe- 
less let us go unto him. 
16Thomas therefore, who is 
called Didymus, said unto 
his fellow-disciples, Let us 
also go, that we may die 
with him. 


17So0 when -Jesus came, he 
found that he had been in 
the tomb four days already. 
18Now Bethany was nigh un- 
to Jerusalem, about fifteen 
19furlongs off; and many of 
the Jews had come to 
Martha and Mary, to con- 
sole them concerning their 
20brother. Martha therefore, 
when she heard that Jesus 
was coming, went and met 
him: but Mary still sat in 
21the house. Martha there- 
fore said unto Jesus, Lord, 
if thou hadst been here, 
my brother had not died. 
22And even now I know 
that, whatsoever thou shalt 
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ask of God, God will give 
23thee. Jesus saith unto her, 
Thy brother shall rise again. 

24Martha saith unto him, I 
know that he shall rise 
again in the resurrection at 

25 the last day. Jesus said un- 
to her, I am the resurrec- 
tion, and the life: he that 
believeth on me, though he 

26die, yet shall he live: and 
whosoever liveth and be- 
lieveth on me shall never 
die. Believest thou this ? 

27She saith unto him, Yea, 
Lord: I have believed that 
thou art the Christ, the Son 
of God, even he that cometh 
into the world. 

28 And when 
she had said this, she went 
away, and called Mary her 
sister secretly, saying, The 
Master is here, and calleth 

29thee. And she, when she 
heard it, arose quickly, and 

30 went unto him. (Now Jesus 
was not yet come into the 
village, but was still in the 

lace where Martha met 
3lhim.) The Jews then which 
were with her in the house, 
and were comforting her, 
when they saw Mary, that 
she rose up quickly and 
went out, followed her, sup- 
posing that she was going 
unto the tomb to weep 

32 there. Mary therefore, 
when she came where Jesus 
was, and saw him, fell 
down at his feet, saying un- 
to him, Lord, if thou hadst 
been here, my brother had 

33not died. When Jesus 
therefore saw her weeping, 
and the Jews also weeping 
which came with her, he 
groaned in the spirit, and 

34was troubled, and said, 
Where have ye laid him ? 
They say unto him, Lord, 

35come and see. Jesus wept. 

36The Jews therefore said, 
Behold how he loved him! 

37But some of them said, 
Could not this man, which 
opened the eyes of him that 
was blind, have caused that 
this man also should not 
die ? 
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38 Jesus therefore again 
groaning in himself cometh 
to the tomb. Now it was 
a cave, and a stone lay 

39against it. Jesus saith, 
Take ye away the stone. 
Martha, the sister of him 
that was dead, saith unto 
him, Lord, by this time he 
stinketh: for he hath been 

| 40dead four days. Jesus saith 
unto her, Said I not unto 
thee, that, if thou believ- 
edst, thou shouldest see the 

4l glory of God? So they took 
away the stone. And Jesus 
lifted up his eyes, and said, 
Father, I thank thee that 

42thou heardest me. And I 
knew that thou hearest me 
always: but because of the 
multitude which standeth 
around I said it, that they 
may believe that thou 

43didst send me. And when 
he had thus spoken, he cried 
with a loud voice, Lazarus, 

44come forth. He that was 
dead came forth, bound 
hand and foot with grave- 
clothes; and his face was 
bound about with a nap- 
kin. Jesus saith unto them, - 
Loose him, and let him go. 


45 Many therefore of the Jews, 
which came to Mary and 
beheld that which he did, 

46 believed on him. But some 
of them went away to the 
Pharisees, and told them 
the things which Jesus had 
done. 


47 The chief priests therefore 
and the Pharisees gathered 
a council, and said, What 
do we ? for this man doeth 
48many signs. If we let him 
thus alone, al] men will be- 
lieve on him: and the 
Romans will come and take 
away both our place and 
49our nation. But a certain 
one of them, Caiaphas, 
being high priest that year, 
said unto them, Ye know 
50 nothing at all, nordo ye take 
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17 And as Jesus was

A CONCLUSION 
FROM ST. PAUL'S EPISTLES. 
(Rom. i. 1-4) (1 Cor. xv. 1-11) 

Paul, a servant of Jesus Christ, called to be an 
apostle, separated unto the gospel of God, which 
he promised afore by his prophets in the holy 
scriptures, concerning his Son, who was born of 
the seed of David according to the flesh, who was 
declared to be the Son of God with power, according 
to the spirit of holiness, by the resurrection of the 
dead ; even Jesus Christ our Lord. 

I make known unto you, brethren, the gospel 
which I preached unto you, which also ye re- 
ceived, wherein also ye stand, by which also ye 
are saved; I make known, I say, in what words 
I preached it unto you, if ye hold it fast, except 
ye believed in vain. Lor I delivered unto you first 
of all that which also I received, how that Christ 
died for our sins according to the scriptures ; and 
that he was buried ; and that he hath been raised 
on the third day according to the scriptures ; and 
that he appeared to Cephas; then to the twelve ; 
then he appeared to above five hundred brethren 
at once, of whom the greater part remain until 
now, but some are fallen asleep ; then he appeared 
to James ; then to all the apostles ; and last of all, 
as unto one born out of due time, he appeared to 
me also. lor I am the least of the apostles, that 
am not meet to be called an apostle, because I 
persecuted the church of God. But by the grace 
of God I am what I am.
